be registered in your consulate as citizens of the United States. 

A,uero was naturalized in New York City in 1876, and in 
1877 he returned to Cuba, his native land, where he has resided 
ewer sineeé, and where his children were born---his daughter in 
1878, and his son in 1882. 

Section 1993 of the Revised Statutes declares that children 
porn abroad whose fathers at the time of their birth were citi- 


zens of the United States, are themselwes eitizens of the United 


States. / 

Under this statute, these shildren are citizens of the United 
States. It is understood that, by the Spanish law, they have 
tre Option upon arriving at majority, of elécting Spanish nation- 
ality. In order to conserwe American citizenship, they shoukd, 
ne reaching full age, or within a reasonable time thereafter, 
come to the United States to reside and perform the duties per- 
taining to citizenship. 

While it seems doubtful whether the father would be entitled 
to claim the protection of this Government, in view of tre fact 
that he left the United States the year following his natural- 
ization, and has resided in Cuba continuously for a period of 
nineteen years, the Department FFpinson that, until coming of 


age, the children are American citizens, and as such entitled to 


registration in the consulate.

Before me, the undersimed,Consul Genaral of the 
United States at Habama, appeared on the 26th Febwary, 
1896,MrseLeopoldina Nodarse de Quintero,wife of Mre 
Ladislao Fusebio Quint ero,who she declares to be a 
native of Key West, Florida; and, iherefore,an American 
citizen, and being duly sworn she declared as fol lo ws! 
that while at her residence in the village of Matao, 
province of Habana, with her husband,on the 22nd of 
February at avout 7 peme, the spanish troops on their 
way from Punta Bravasa village near Guatao, where they 
had had an engag@enent with the insurgamt forces, entered 
the latter village with great noise, firing rimt and 
left, ani insulting everybody re@ ardless of sex wham they 
met; the deponent further states that upon the @proach 
of the troops in the manner described she together with 
her hmstand,her infant daughter and sane relatives, terror 
stricken am fearing outrages from the soldia'y, simt 
themselves in the house and threv thanselves on the 
floor to protect themselves from the firing outside; 
durins these moments a woman, who had sought refuge in 


the deporent's house,fainted and in the confusion caused

by this incident mother wma opened a wicket crying 
for help; Wices from outside were then heard asking to 
be let into the house and that no harm would be done, 
those inside thm opMed the door and four or six men 
dressed in uniform rushed in and one who acted as their 
leader, and whose rank the deponent was unable to ascer 
tain owing to her emotion,seized her husband, the said 
LADISLAO EVSEBIO QUINTERO, md with harsh words and in a 
rough manner took him to the Alcalde*s (Mayor) house 
followed by the deporent; there in the Alcalde's office 
the deponent was separated from her husband and the 
letter taken,notwithst anding the Alcalde*s protest that 
he was an ies ani man, bound with a rope and conducted 
that Same nicht to the jail of Marianao {a tom mear 
Havana) where he remained until yesterday mornim, Tuesday 


the 25th,when he was transferred to Havma,not knowing 


the depornt where they have taken him, but she blieves

On this fourteenth day of Mareh,1896,before me, the 
undersigned, Censul Ceneral of the United States of Amer- 
lea at HABANA,personally appeared Mr.JOSE G.DELGADO, a 
eitizen of the United States,and being first duly sworn, 
deposes and states as follows: 

My name is ‘OSE CREGORIO DELGADO; I am a widower; 
70 neni of age; a eitizen of the United States,residing 
lately in this Island on the plantation "DOLORES", some- 
times ealled "*MORALES",in the towm of Bainoa,provinee of 
Habana, Whieh with my son,Dr.JOSE MANUEL DELGADO,I rented 
about November 1893,for the purpose of growing eane and 
produee,and also the raising and breeding of stoek, and 
during the past three years,have lived on said plaee, 
eausing trouble to none and unmolested by any one. 

On the 4th of Mareh last,at about’ 11 o‘eloek in the 
forenoon, an insurgent force under eommand of the insur- 
gent general ANTONIO MACEO,and numbering about six to 
onion thousand men,blacks,whites and mulattoes,and even 
a eompany of about twenty or more women armed with revol- 
vers and machetes, suddenly came on the plaee,in the 
batey, My son and myself left the house to meet them 


and inquire the reason of their presenee; we met a group 


apparently of officers whom my son addressed asking who

they were,and they replied “we belong to MACE®'S oan. 
and on their asking who we were,we showed them our ameri- 
ean papers,and stated that we were Ameriean eitizens and 


lessees of the place. MACEO was pointed out to me,and 


he assured me that we would receive no damage from his 


forces; these were so numerous as to oeeupy about two 


eaballerias of land,showing great aetivity collecting 


fuel and building fires to eook breakfast.,and MACEO gave 
me to understand that his foree would depart inmediately 
after their breakfast. MACEO and a number of-his officers 
took possession of the house,had a table set and their 

breakfast served in the main room. From the first we stat 
ed our ameriean eitizenship and that we were neutrals and 


eould not oppose their force. 
While finishing breakfast,shots were heard,probably 


from the outposts,and all hands suddenly jumped to their 
feet. I heard MACEO call a bugler am give him orders 
whieh seemed to set everybody in mogion,and they left the 
house preeipitately. We that remained in the house elos- 
ed the doors and windows and heard several volleys and 
then seattering shots,we could not tell where they came 
from and some broke thelhtiles of the roof. As son as the 
shooting eommeneed,seven of the “eolonos",all white men, 
in _— employ,rushed into the house from the rear for 


protection; they had been ploughing and were in bare feet 
The firing probably lasted but ten or fifteen minutes, 


and when it eeased,I opened the front door,and there 
rushed in three women,the mother,sister and wife of one 
of the “eolonos",Gregorio Pino, seeking protection. I 
left the house to aseertain what had happened. I left by 
the front and almost at the same time,my son and the Co- 


lonos left by the rear; there were fires in the fields

all around,and the eattle had been left standing in the 
yoke,and they went to look out for them. I walked about 
SO paces and noticed that two Spanish eavalry soldiers 
were advaneing at a trot along one side of the purging 
house,and on the other side, a Captain of eavalry and one 
man; the first shouted to me "why are you running away". ? 


and I answered, 
"I am not running away, I wanted to know what you want", 


They passed me towards the house and went under the pore} 


I following them. At this moment,my son returned with the 
eolonos whé again sought refuge in the house. The Captain 
ordereé a soldier to “go in and drive out everybody", and 
still mounted,the soldier followed by his eaptain, rode 
their horses into the hall,and the eaptain ordered every- 
body, women and eall,out of the house. I then took out my 
ameriean papers,and ealled his attention to them, saying 
"Captain,we are americans and neutrals", but the Captain 
replied," I don't eare for that; thats the worst about you" 
(lo peor que V.tiene.) At the same time,my son made his 
appearance,and the eaptain ordered him, forward, and my 
son then showed his papers,elaiming the same as [ did, 
that we were Amerieans and neutrals,only to receive the 
same order to ge on. My son then asked, “where do you 
take us f"and was answered “to the General,who wants to 
see you". We all started,men and women,and had walked a 
dozen paees, when the Captain ordered the women to remain 
behind, and for the rest of us to go on. We had walked 
hardly another dozen paces,and had not really left the 
house preeinets, when my son spoke wp to the Captain, say- 
ing “Captain,let my father stay behind with the women." 


and the Captain seid "all right,but you go on".-I then

remained behind with the women,and we did not stir from 
the place,for about twenty minutes,when we heard a dis- 
charge of several rifles, followéd immediately by another, 
then several scattering shots. I ordered the women to 
go into the housec and sit down. We neainaa here about 
three hours in mortal dread and tribulation,and then as 
no one came near us, I left the house to take the road 


to find out what had happened. I met one of our eolonos 


Venaneio Pino, aman of 68 Rfears,bathed in blood,and hold 
ing his wrist with his left hand,as he had a bullet wound 
in his right shoulder,and two bullet wounds in his head, 
scalp wounds. I asked him with dread,what had happened, 
and he answeréd todos, los han matado'), "they have killed 
them all".--"And fly son ?2."First of all". I took him to 
the house and bound up his wounds,and he again told me 
that all hed been killed. I was alone in the house with 
the wounded man and the women; the ehinese eook and an 
Old negro servant had disappeared; I tried to persuade 
some of the women to go to the next house for help, but 
they were so fear stricken they did not dare to leave. 

I then got ou8B by the rear of the house,erossed a banana 
field and several lots; I saw two men at a distanee, they 


were two more of the eolonos in my employ who were eoming 


to see what had happened: I told them, and we eame baek 
to the house together. They remained with the wounded man 
and I left the house again. I met a neighbor on horse- 
baek,who ealled out to me to geome and succor my son,as 


he was still alive. I gave him a cot-bottom and he went 


to get some poles to make a litter,and I to the house , 


to get blankets, a mattrass,cloths,eologne water and run,

and hastened to the spot where I was told my som was ly- 
ing with the others who had been killed. My son had al- 
ready been assisted into an old eot-bed, sconsetous but 
nearly spent from loss of blood. I gave him some rum to 
revive him,and asked him how it happened,and he replied, 
"those barbarians have eowardly killed me" and spoke no 
further from waekness. 

I eannot remember how he was taken baek to the house 
The bodies of the six eolonos that were killed lay about. 
One of them,Lito Guerra, a boy of 14,lay elose to the 
eot upon whieh my son had heen plaeced,and I notieed he 
had bullet wounds,and his faee was eut in several places 
by machetes. The remaining bodies were also "“maecheteados 
Upon reaching the house my son's elothing was eut off, 
and I saw that he had three wounds from a wachete,on the 
neck and forehead, and that a ball had apparently gone 
through his buttoeks from right te left,and another had 
given him a sealp wound on the top of the head. I also 
pieked up a bullet whieh fell from his elothing and I 


suppose was the one that went through him. My sm recdv- 


ering somewhat and being himself a physician gave mge di- 


reetions what to do to dress his wounds. 

The two following daysve puiitina 40 the house, the 
women attending to Den Venaneio Pino, and I to my son. 
I was then informed by the same man whe had helped my son 
that it was said that the Spanish troops intended to re- 
turn and would finish him and kill we also,ag that no one 
should give testimony against them,and he advised me to 
hide in the bush, (manigua.) and the same night he return 


od with others, and ‘insisted upofi ‘ta'kimg my son and

myself away with them, earrying my son on the same eot-bed 
and I on hda@@ebaek. We reached a place of shelter within 
a eane field,unknown to me,at about 2 o'cloek in the 
morning,and remained here about four days and a half,the 
only shelter my son had was some poards,or lean-to,over 
his eot,eovered by palm branehes, and I lay on palm 
branehes on the ground. A very old man,whom I did not 
know, Was the only means of support we had,for he brought 
us milk,broth and food,regularly. I found means to write 
several letters to the U.S.Consul General and sent them 
to him, and I learn that they reached him. I reecived a 
letter from Mr. WILLIAMS, the Consul General, Wednesday 
night,to the effect that he had provided a safe eonduct 
for my son and myself and the promised safety of the 
Captain General to bring us to Habana. I proposed then 
to leave the next morning,but the ol@ man who had been 


attending us,said we mist leave at onee. We were then 


taken from the eane field,leaving at about 9 30 at night, 
and reached my house at about one o'cloek the next morn- 
ing drenehed through by heavy rains. Here I found that 
the wounded man, Pino, had been taken away by his sons, 


and that my two missing servants had made their appear- 


anee. We passed Thursday here, and yesterday morning, 


(Friday,Mareh 13th,) [£ started for Habana,having reeeived 
another letter fro Consul General WILLIAMS,with an en- 
elosure of a copy of General WEYLER‘'S order. At the rail- 
road station,the store-keeper informed me that a Major 

wi th an escort had eome for me and not finding me had 
withdraw. 


I eame to Habana without anything further oeeurring 


and went to the house of my nephew, EDUARDO DELGADO, where 


I am now stopping. My son remains in my house on the 


Plimtation.

On this eighteenth day of Mareh,1896,before me, the 
undersigned,Consul General of the United States at HARBANS y, 
at No.5 Prado Street,in this eity,the place of his tempo- 
rary residenee,personally appeared Mr.JOSE MANUEL DELGADO 
whé being first duly sworn,deposes and says as follows: 

My. name is JOSE MANUEL DELGADO;I am forty six years 
of age;un-married; am a physieian by profession;I am a 
native of Cuba and a eitizen of the United States, where 
I resided from the year 1856 until 1877; sinee that time 
I have resided in this eguntry engaged in agrieultural 
and medical pursuits. Over three years ago,my father, 
JOSE GREGORIO DELGADO and myself rented then plantation 
or farm,ealled the "DOLORES",also known as the "MORALES", 
from the name of its primitive owner,and here we were 
engaged in raising eane for sugar meking. and also the 
raising and breeding of stoek,without experiencing any 
molestation whatever. 

On the 4th of Mareh,at about half past ten in the 
morning,the insurgent forees under command of the insur- 
gent General ANTONIO MACEO,numbering about 4 to 5000 men, 


as I was informed by the doetors: who accompanied them, 


all mounted,arrived at the dwelling house of the farm; 


they made known their intention to remain long enough for 


breakfast,and some of them took possession of the house, 


where they intended to have breakfast served to the lead- 
ers. My father and myself hastened to show to General 
MACEO pur papers accrediting ourselves to be Ameriean 
eitizens,telling him we were neutrals,and eonsequently 
eould not oppose him with foree. He assured us that no 
harm would be done to us,and as I heard afterwards, gave 
striet orders to all the men on the plaee to remain in 
their houses,else they might endanger their lives by not 
obeying them. I heard afterwards that all the surround- 
ing potreros were full of insurgents. MACEO told me also 
that no harm would be done to our property,that he only 
wanted to take breakfast on the plaee,and then leave. He 
brought his own breakfast but asked permission to use the 
kitehen. He and his officers, some 15 or 20, took posses- 
sion of the main hall and had their breakfast served. 
MACEO also eauthoned me against laying information against 
him to the Spanish troops,for then if anything happened 
to him,he would return and burn our fields. 

As they were finishing breakfast,about one o'eloek, 
we heard seattering shots at some distanee,that seemed 
to eome from the direetion of the N.Wv of the road to 
Casiguas and Bainoa,and the potrero belonging to Jose Ma, 
Aguirre y Alentado. MACEO ordered all his forees to 
mount, the firing inereased for about fifteen mingtes, some 
of the bullets striking the houses of the batey. In the 
meantime,all the eolonos or workmen on the plaee ran for 


proteetion into the house,and we immediately shut the 


doors and windows. We heard the bugles of the insurgent 
forees,and they shortly disappeared. 

After about ten or fifteen minutes,everything seen- 
ing to have quieted down,we opened the front door,and 
saw that several of our eane fields were bistabied: tm the 
direetion where we supposed was the eolumn, or Spanish 
troops that had attaeked MACEO. Seeing that the fields 
were burning,and fearing that the oxen yoked to the plows 
whieh were abandoned by the workmen,would be burned if 
not attended to,I and the men who had been ploughing ana 
who had taken refuge in the house,went out by, the rear 
of the house to save the oxen,and as we returned to the 
house,and about twenty minutes after the eessation of the 
shooting. Captain AUGUSTO VILLANUEVA,a eaptain in the Vol- 
unteer squadron of Jarveo and a sergeant named RICARDO 
del VALLE,son of the municipal judge, (justice of the peace) 
of Casiguas,and a negro volunteer, whém I reeognized as 
named GREGORIO, - - - -,agf@ the town bell-ringer, with 
some fifteen or more men, suddenly made their appearanee 
in our house,entering mounted into the very rooms,and at 


the muzzles of their earbines and revolvers told my fath- 


er and myself,and the wife and two daughters of Mr. VENAN- 


CIO PINO, who had taken refuge in the house,to follow 
them. My father and myself told him that we were Ameriean 
eitizens, neutrals and peaceful eitizens,and we both pro- 
dueed and exhibited our American papers,I my passport 
issued by the Department of State, and my father,a eopy ~ 
of his eitizenship certificate, mat he replied he had 
nothing te do'wwith that ; ordered us all to leave the 


house,and drove us all out,my father,myself,the three.

women mentioned,and the following named persons,who were 


all white men and eolonos or workmen in our employ. 


VENANCIO PINO, 70 years of age; GREGORIO PINO,his son, 37; 
SIMON GUERRA, 15 years; LITO GUERRA, 13 or 14 years; 
JUAN de DIOS TAVIO, 20 years; YRENO TAVIO,17 or 18 years 
and JUAN RODRIGUEZ,about 16 or 17 years of age. 
He told us he was going to take us to the General,and to 
go forward. I begged him to leave some one of the women 
to take eare of the house,and then he said “let the wo- 
men stay",and then I asked to let my father,Mr. JOSE GRE- 
GORTO DELGADO, an old man over 70 years of age,remain with 
the women,and the Captain said "let him stay with the 
women," and the remainder of us were driven ahead to meet 
the General of the eolum,who I leasmed afterwards, was 
General MELGUIZO. He was stationed in the eross-roads, 
or plaee ealled Cuatro Caminos,about 1000 or 1500 yards 
distant from the batey of the plantation. 

When we arrived in presenee of the General,I showed 
him my Ameriean passport,and also a letter received from 
the United States Consul General at HABANA, in wrezation 


to the requisition of our horses,and told him that my 


father and myself were the lessees of the place,that all 


the eane then burning belonged to us; that we were Amer- 
iean eitizens,and I then produced my papers: No sooner 
haé@ I stated that we were citizens than he became en- 
raged and struek me three times with his open hand over 
my head and faee,knocking off my hat,whieh I pieked up; 


he was mounted at the time and I on foot,and he said I

(Just as I will shoot you,so I would shoot the Ameri- 
ean Consul,I eare nothing for all those papers of ameri- 
ean eitizenship.) all this in a tone of the greatest eon- 
tempt. He called the before named Captain VILLANUEVA, 
and ordered him with 12 men to take the prisoners to the 
rear,myself and the other seven persons named being un- 
derstood to be the prisoners. This Captain VILLANUEVA 
and the file of men took us about 50 yards to the rear, 
whilst the Spanish eolum went in the direction of Bainoas 
The Captain ordered us to be tied together by the arms, 
making a line of us against a stone fenee backed by some 
bushes; then he ordered his men to shoot us,and with the 
first @ischarge, ana due to our natural struggles the rope 
broke and seperated us as we fell. At the first diseharzse 
of their earbines I fell face dowm and fully eonscious, 
although I felt that a bullet had grazed my head,but I 
wished to feign that I had been shot. The Captain ordered 
his men to use the machete,and they first made another 
diseharge; I felt a bullet strike me in my right buttock, 
whieh passed to the meét trocanter of the femur,and the 
bullet was afterwards found in my elothing when it was 
eut off me. fhen I was struek with a machete over the 
head on the right de. of the face,as I lay face dom 
simulating death. The weapon broke in half by entangling 
itself with the bushes and stone fenee before reaching 
my face. I felt another stroke of the maehete on my neck. 


They fired again,two or three volleys more,probably di- 


rected against the others,but I felt another bullet graze 


my head and strike on the stone fenee. Then they turned 
me over to seareh my pockets for money; as I was turned 
over I kept my eyes elosed and my arms in a stiff eon- 
strained position, simulating death,but I heard one of the 
volunteers say,“he is breathing still as his vest is mov- 
"ing and he has a good eolor yet,give him another macehe- 
"tazo". I still lay as if dead knowing that my life de- 
pended on it,and I felt a tremendous stroke,and heard 
them say “new he is surely dead", and they left,having 
done the same to the other vietims,who lay all around me, 
then I lost my senses. The troops appeared to be in haste 
to join the eolum again,and seemed to fear the return 
ef the insurgemts. 

When I eame to, I found myself in my ow room in the 
house of the plantation,and was informed that myself and 
old VENANCEO PINO were the only ones that had escaped, 
the others having been riddled with balls and innumerable 
machete euts,and presenting a horrible appearance. 

I remained in the house and was cared for by my father; 
the women looked after old VENANCIO. At the end of two 
days,we heard from the eountry people,that the Spanish 


soldiery was searehing for the wounded in all the houses 


in the vi@@nity,for the purpose of having them disappear- 


that is, of killing us,so that we eould not testify a- 
against their horrible erime. During all this time I was 
attended solely by my father and without any medical as- 
sistanee whatever, exeept what aid my father gave me by 
my own direetions. 

Knowing the danger we ran by remaining in the dwell- 


ing house,my father determined to hide me and himself in 


the eme fields,and was aided in this by the charitable 
help of some eountry pseople,who took us a long distanee, 
where,I have no idea,to a eane field where we remained 
four days exposed to the inelemeney of the weather ; and 
from which I eontraeted a bronehitis whieh with my wounds 
and loss of blood,put my life still more in danger and 
in a very eritieal state for recovery. My only shelter 
were several cross stieks of end over the eot-bed on 
whieh I lay,whieh were covered with palm branehes and an 
ox-hide,and were blown down by high winds on the third 
night... My father lay on the ground on palm branehes and 
eovered himself with others. An old seountryman looked 
after us and brought us food,and was the means whieh my 
father used to send several letters to the U.S. Consul 
General at Havana, informing him of our eritieal eondi- 
tion,and begging him to come to our assistanee. At the 
end of these fowtdays my father received by the hands of 
a messenger a prompt reply from Consul General WILLIAMS, 
notifying him that he had seen the Captain General on the 
matter,and been promised that I would be proteeted from 
further harm. With this guarantee, we resolved as soon 
as we received the letter to return to the house on the 
Plantation and wait- there for my transfer to Habana to 
have proper medieal attendance,whieh up to this time I 
had not received. We were then taken baek to the house 
that same night,Wednesday the llth Mareh. My father went 
to Habana the second day after,and on Sunday he returned 
with a hospital steward and others. I was taken on a 


litter,in eharge of the Caballeros Hospitalerios to Bai- 


nos,and from this plaee by rail to Habana,arriving at 


this,my present residence at nine o'eloek that evening,

and received the care and attention of relatives.

In aeeordanee with your request of the 18th instant 

to the effeet that I should eall at No.5 Prado in this 
eity and make a professional examination of Dr.JOSE MAN- 
UEL DELGADO, an ameriean eitizen,who on the 4th instant 
had reecived bullet and mashete wounds at his plantation 
in Bainoa on this Island, I have the honor now to report 
that I have examined said individual and that I found on 
his person the following wounds: First :a gun-shot wound 
about one eentimeter in diameter,the ball having entered 
the right gluteal region about two inehes below the right 
troshanter and having traversed the posterior walls of 
the pelvis passed out on the left side in the vieinity 
of and just above the left troehanter, -- 
Seeond: an abrased surfaee on the erown of the head, (now 
nearly healed,) apparently eased by a projeetile of some 
kind.- Third: an ineised wound beginning in front of the 
lower lobe of right ear and extend@ng obliquely dowmward 
and forward aeross the traehea,being originally about 


five and one half inehes in length and extremities of the 


2 
ineision now rapidly elosing. This was a deep and very 
dangerous wound and eame near involving the earotid arte- 
ry and other important struetures as well as the traehea. 


Fourth: another ineised wound now nearly elosed,about two 


inehes in length in front part of right aurieular region 
and erossing at right angles the severe wound just men- 

tioned. 

Fifth: another ineised wound now almost or quite healed, 
beginning in right oeeipital region and passing obliqie- 
ly downward and to the left about two inehes, terminating 
about the middle of the posterior portion of the neek. 


All of the wounds are apparently doing weil and as 


sixteen days have elapsed sinee they were reeeived three 
*. 


of the lighter ones ean be said to be nearly or quite 
well. The region of the plaee of exit of the ball of the 
first gun-shot wound or the ne through the gluteal and 
pelvie region is very troublesome to the wounded person, 
as any motion there eauses severe eramps and sonvulsive 
aetion of the museles of the thigh,leg and even of the 
foot. The ball in its eourse probably injured some ner- 
vous trunk or filaments and as it is indented and twisted 
it dds ove impinged against some osseous strueture pos- 
sible in the left troehanterie region. This wound at 
present is the most serious of all,and is not yet with- 
out risk of septie fever,blood-poisoning or other eompli- 
eation.

By order of my Gevernment I have the honor to eall 
the attention ef Y.E, te an atrocious eutrege eonmitted 
on a peaceful and law abiding ameriean eitizgen in the 
person of Doetor JOSE MANUE!, DELGADO, who, with seven of 
his workmen,spanish subjects,as appears from his sworn 
abet made before me on the 18th instant, was taken 
under arrest on the 4th instant by eaptain Augusto Villa- 
nueva,of the Jarueo volunteers,at the plantation *NOLORES 
alias *"MORALES*, place of his residenee,near Bainoa,pro- 
vince of Habana,and upon being eonducted by the foree 
under the eonmand of the said eaptain Villammeva, composed 
of a sergeant named Ricardo del Valle,som of the justiec 
of the sense of Casiguas,and a negro volunteer Whom Dr. 
DELGADO recognized as one named Gregorio, echureh bell- 
ringer of Jaruco,together with fifteen or twenty more 
men, into the presenéee of general MELGUIZO, commanding in 
that distriet,the latter,being on horseback and Dr. DELGA- 


DO on foot, besides upbraiding him in disgraceful language

end slappins him over the head and faee,said, on DELGADO 
showing him eertain papers issued from this Consulate 
General, that he eared nothing for them ; and that he was 
as ready te shoot the Consul General of the United States 
as he Was to shoot DELGADO himself. He thereupon erdered 
eaptain Villanueva with twelve men to tie Dr. DELGADO, with 
the other persons mentiened,and to earry them te the rear 
te be there shot ; and he was shet with then,and his head 
end faee eruelly haeked with a maehete in the hand ef one 
er more of the volunteers,and then left as dead on the 
spot where he fell ; but by what may be well ealled a 
miraculous intervention,he and one of the workmen,nemed 
Venaneio Pino,have survived,the rest having been killed 


outright. 


To the end that Y.&E.may inform yourself? of the facets 
gttending this outrage against Dr. JOSE MANUEL DELGADO, 

— aecompany herewith a translation of the said deelara- 
tion made by him before me on the 18th instant at his tan 
porary residence NOQ.5.Praedo strect,in this eity ; and 
alse one of the report dated the 20th instant ef DPr.Dan- 
iel M.Burges,U.S.Sanitary Inspector attached to this Con- 
sulate General,who at my request made a professional ex- 
emination of the wounds inflieted on the body of Dr. DEL- 


GADO in verification of the latter's declaration. 


And now, Exeelleney,in order that the responsibility 
ineurred by general MELGUIZO,in eonsequenee of this ex- 


tra limitation ef mthority on his part, without example 


or preecedent,by the shooting of this peaceful ameri ean 


¢itizen,may be elearly understood and fixed ,I mest e¢all 
the attentien of Y.E, to the mutual treaty obligations 
entered into by the Gevernments of the United States and 
Spain,regarding the rights of the respeetive citizens 
and subjects ef the one nation while sejourning within 
the dominions and under the protection ef the laws ef 

the other,and which,as parts of the supreme law ef each 
eountry ,are to be solemly observed by all the funetion- 


aries of both Governments. 


Accordingly, artiele 1 of the Treaty of 1795, reaf- 


firmed under ertiele 12 of the Treaty of 1819, between 
the United States and Spain reads as foliows: 
"There shell be a firm and inviolable peace 
*and sineere friendship between His Catholie Majesty 
"his successors and subjects,and the United States 
"and their eitizens without exeeption of persons er 


"places. 


But, Excellency,netwithstanding that Bainoa is in 
the Island of Cuba,and therefore within the dominions of 
His Catholie Majesty,yet general MELGUIZ0O,an officer 
subordinate to Y.E. and.in defianee of the sweats obli- 
gations of Spain,and without the knowledge of Y.E.,has 
not only plaeed. himself above his superior hierarehieal 
euthority,with contempt of the eivil or erdinary juris- 
dietion,but even above the gevereign authority ef Spain 
itself,by ordering the exeeution ef a death sentence, 
prenouneed by himself alone,in the persen ef this Ameri- 
can eitizen,breaking thereby in the most contenpteus man- 


ner this article of the Treaty ef 1795, whieh decleres 


there shall be a firm and inviolable peace between the 
citizens ef the United States and the subjects of Spain, 
without exception of persons or plaees. General MELGUIZO 
has, therefore, violated the Treaty in its said artiele, 


whieh I have had the honor te eite. 


Agein,artiele 7 ef the said Treaty of 1795,also re- 


effirmed by artiele 12 of that of 1819, says: 


*It is agreed that the eitizens or subjects of 
“each of the contracting parties,arrested for of- 
"fenees eommitted within the jurisdietion of the 
"other, shall be proseevted by erder end authority 
"of ten only,and aecording to the regular eourse of 
"proceedings usual in sueh eases. The eitizens and 
"subjects shell be allowed te employ sveh advocates, 
*solicitors,notaries,agents,and factors as they may 
"judge proper,in all their affairs,and in all their 
"trials at law,in which they may be concermed, before 
"the tribunals of the other party; and sueh agents 
"shall have free aecess to be present at the pre- 
*ecedings in such eauses,and at the taking of all 
*the exeminations end evidence whieh may be exhibit- 


"ed in said trials*®. 


But general MELGUIZO,in the exereise of his limited 
funetions es the military eommander of a small district, 
has assumed an autoeratic authority ; for he has disre- 
garded and trodden under foot,es it were,all the safe- 


guards solemnly stipulated by the United States and Spain 


for the prot eetion of their respeetive subjeets and eiti-

zens against the acts of intemperate authority,

If general MELGUIZO had any eharges to make against 
Dr. DELGADO, he shovld heve errested him,pleeing him sub- 
jeet to the orders of ¥.E, to be tried in aecerdance with 
all the provisions ef the set? proteeol of the 12th of 
Jenuery,1877. But instead of deing this he has disre- 
gardadcd all limitations to his authority,and has super- 
imposed his ow aetion and volition ever the authority 
ef the Governor General ef the [sland,the Supreme Govern- 
ment ef Spain and ite treaty with the United States,by 
erdering the exeeution Without trial ef this American 
eitizen,thus flagrantly violating artiele 7 ef the treaty 


ef 1795,as alse the protocol ef the 12th ef January,1877. 


I amst also e211 ¥.B.8s attention to the threats 
made by genefel MELGUIZO tewards the person of the ineum- 
bent of this Consulate General who is always appointed 
by the President ef the United States with the sanetion 
ef the national Senate,and accepted by the royal exequa- 
ter signed by His Majesty the King ef Spain. For, Exeel- 
leney,under artiele 19 ef the said treaty ef 1795 between 


the two nations their respective eonsular efficers shall 


enjoy the privileges and. powers enjoyed by those of the 


most favored nation,thus plaeing them reciproeally in 

the United States and in the dominions ef Spain on an 
eqiality with the eonsular officers eppeinted by France, 
Germany,Great Britain and ether nations,all of whem are 
granted by treaty the right to be proteeted by the Gov- 
ernments by Which they are received,while in the exercise 
ef their efficiel funetions. Therefore, due ecorreétion 


should be also meted to general MELGUIZO fer his threat 


against a reeognized foreign representative. 


Exeeliency : It is elé@ar and unquestionable that in 


accordance with the treaty stipulations above cited, 

were an officer of the army of the United States to order 
* the exeeution ef a subject of Spain in the same unheard 

ef manner in whieh general MELGUIZO has ordered the exe- 

eution of this amerivan citizen,that the Government of 

Spain would have the right to demand from the United 

States immediate reparation for the violation of the 


treaty,with punishment of the offender or offenders. 


Therefore, Execlleney,ecomplementing the special 
instruetions ef my Government,I have to ask that imme- 
diate measures be taken by Y.E. for the visiting ef con- 
dign punishment on the offending general MELGUIZO and 
soldiery ; also that due eare be taken of Mr, JOSE MANUEL 
DELGADO, with suitable reparation to him ; and that the 
aetion ef Y.E. be instant and eonspieously exemplary.

I have now been confined here one monthe My 
name is WALTER GRANT DYGERT. I. am an em er ican citizen 
havins been born in the village of Nunda, State of 
Tilinois,July 14th,1872. I haw lately learned that you 
have received information of my confinement here and I 
write to sive you the circumstances that you may be more 
fully informed of the facts of my casee From questions 
asked I learn that I am suspectci of beins in connivance 
with the insurgents who are disturbing certain parts of 
the islarme 

This suspicion seems to be founded on ny being out- 
side of Habana without a permit,which I o now told was 
necessary. I am a miner by profession; having mined 
for the last two years inShoshone County,State of Idaln. 
I left Idaho last fall am returned to Illinois, arri ving 
there November 4the I spent the tim from then till 
February lst, 1896, visiting my father and other relatives 
who reside in Greenwood, Illinois, and Vicinity. My 


father*s name is Hiram Je Dygert and his PeOeaddress is 


Ze 
Greenwood, Illise I left there Febyelst and came to Tama, 
Flae, where I ‘stayed one weeke While chews I was er 
with a desire to see the island of Cubase I left Tanpa 
without takins sy time to secure a passport, srriving in 
Havana on the steamer "Olivette"® on the morning of 
Febyel5e I called at your office the same day, and a gen- 
tleman in charge told me he could not register my 
affidavit of citizenship, mit that he would remember my 
names I found few in Havana who could speak English 
and in the main they were not congenial A Se for 
mee These circumstences and the sight of hills and moun 
tains filled me with a desire to be amonec them I had 
not been informed by the Spanish officials or my one 
that I should not leave the city without a permit; so 
in a few days after my arrival I left Havana without 
interruption and spent a mmber of days in the countrye 
Never having been in the tropics before,the vegetable 
growth as well as the geological formation was rew to me 
and I wandered farther and farther from.Havana getting 
my subsistence from the nativese Before leaving Havana 
I had heard that there were insurgents in the vicinity 
of Matanzas, out nome nearere The country through which 
I passed was the picture of peace and I anticipated no 
troublee One mornins,I think it was the 23rd of Febye,I 
met a columm of spanish soldiecrse They arrested me and 
broucht me to this place which I learn is Guines. I do 


not dispute the rignt of Spain to keep foreigers out 


of the country, wt I claim that I should haw been 


notified not to leave Havamae I only desire to be 


Se 
allowed to return to my native land if I am not wanted 
heree I was totally unarmed, wh en arrest edy except two 
pocket=knives, and I was alonee I have not had and do 


not desire to have any commection wi th the insurgentse 


Please act as speedily as possible to secure my release.

The undersisnedga native born citizen of the 
United States, begs ie state as folicwal 
' That on Saturday the 2lst of the preset month, 

while he being in this city of Habana and his brothers 
Don Tasio and Don Luis, both citizens also of the United 
Stat es,finding themselves at Alquizar on their coffee | 
plantation called "Estrella", the dwellings house of said 
plantation was the object of a wanton attack from the 
column of General Bernal operating in that region; the 


said milding received two cannon shots of grape and 


cannister, breaking the door and one of the front windows, 


as well as several of the piazza columns or posts,with 
preat danger for the life of the wives of the aforesaid 
Don Tasio and Don Luis,that of the former being in the 
family way; deine were besides in the house at the time 
two small children of Don Tasios 

From my informations it appears that the troops 
mentioned above had sustained fire with a rebel band in 


the "Paz" plantation,a quarter of a league off from 


Qe 

"Nstrella"; the rebels having fled towards the "Pedroso" 
and “Buena Esp eranza" plantations, the covernment troops 
advanced towards “Estrella” or say in quite an opposite 
direction from that which the rebel*s band tooke On 
arriving 2t the borders of the "“Estrella® plantation 
and after having crossed the "Paz" and "Breto" planta 
tions the spanish columm began firing its cannons at the 
dwelling house of my above mentioned plantation, which 
was immediately invaded by the soldiery,who ransacked 
it carrying off from the wardrobes all the jewelry,men 
clothing they contained as well as a sum of about $60 in 
money; they also took away everythings they found in the 
workmen's dwellings, arresting at the same time its 
occupants whom they conducted to Alquizar as if they 
were insurgentSe 

Perhaps it may be alleged in justification of such 
umlawful vroceedings that the very same band of rebels 
under Don Ricardo Borges had visited my plantation in 
the morning, mt the fact of said band having had a fimt 
with the troops later on in quite an opposite direction am 
at a fair distance,with the retreat of the rebels in 
quite another direction, goes to show that the troops 
acted with rashness and imprudence in attacking the 
house with cannon,it being perfectly cleam of insurgents; 
it mst be-obserwd that the camons were solely fired 


at the dwelling house of the owners, although there are 


about twenty other mildings on the plantations 


oe 
It mst also be observed that the lootins was car- 
ried out under the pretext of searching the buildings, 
althoush no resistame whatever had been made from same. 
From the information obtained by the undersigned, 
the jewelry mentioned above was sold that very night to 
some parties at Alquizare 
In consideration of all the above and particularly 
on account of the danger to which his relatives were ex 
posed, md also for the unjustifiable lLooting on the part 
of regular troops in the service of a constituted go-= 


vermment,the undersismed does by the present most so= 


lemmly protes* and asks an inmediate indemnity for the 


damage suffered which he values at ($5000) five thousand 
dollars,2s all work has been stopped on the plantation 
and avery thins abandonede

(3) I have ascertained from several sources that 
the insurgemt leader "EL INGLESITO" is a native of this 
Island, where he has always lived; known at Matanzas as a 
base ball player; that he hes been in the insurrection, 
as a leader for several months past; and that he is 
Still in the insurrectione 

(4) I enclose a list given me at the office of the 
Harbor Police, showing the names of the passengers arri Ved 
at this port on tward the American steamer "Olivette", 
the 15th of last month,February,the sixth name on this 
list being thst of WALTER GRANT DYGERT. 

(5) I also enclose a copy of the newspaper EL PAIS,

therefore, Excellency, the collation of these facts 
shows @hiat "EL INCLESITO " is a native of this Island, 
while MreDYGERT is a native of the United States; that 
"EL INGLESITO" is not known to have ever lived outside 
of this Island, while Mr.DYGERT, with exception of his 
present trip,has always lived inside of the United 
States; thet the records of the Hartor Police,as well as

that its cornizZance belongs to the courts of the juris- 
diction of the province of Santa Clara,since the acts with 
which Pelletier is charged are alleged to have taken place 
there; ani that,consequently, representation ought to ke 
made to the chief ni 14 tary authority of that province 
(general Pando) for its transfer from the military to 
the civil jurisdiction,if MrePelletier was arrested 
without arms in hand,as determined by the protocol of 
of the 12th of January,1877, which constiues, by mtual 


agreanent, article 7 of the treaty of 1795-6 


This opinion of the Governor General accords with 


the precedent recently established here in the case of 
MreJoseph LeCeperoe This American citizman was arrested 
last January on board the spanish steamer GLORIA, 

during her trip from Cienfuegos to Batabano,charged with 
having taken an active part with the insurgents in a 
fight somewhere in the provime of Santa Clarae He was 


brought here and lodged in the Morro Castle subject to 


the military jurisdiction; and was transferred to a 


civil court on the representation of this officee Rt 
the prosecuting attormey of H.ife (promotor fiscal) of 
this judic ial district havins give the opinion that the 
courts of the province of Habana were not authorized 

by the law to try the case,since the acts charred 
against Cepero had taken place within the judicial dis-~ 
trict of Santa Clara,the judse of the court of instruc- 
tion in this city,to which the case had been sent, ine 
hibited himself from its cocnizance because of the law 
not grantins him mthority over acts committed outside 


of the jurisdictional limts of his court.

been engaged in agrieultural pursuits and cattle raising; 
that he has always punectually paid all taxes on his 
property,and other dues exacted by the Spanish Government, 
and hes faithfully eomplied with all the requirements of 
the local laws,as a resident foreigner,and has kept him- 
self apart from the revolutionary disturbances now agitat-

that after the fight and whem the insurgents left 
his place towards the "San Leon",in the direction of Can- 
delaria,his cane-fields were set on fire,the flames spread- 
ing to the fences and buildings of his “colonos" or farm 
laborers and tenants,whieh loss to him is estimated to 
have amounted to about 95,000 arrobas of cané,and some 
120,000 tobacco plants ; 

that on the 24th of March,with the view of estahlish- 
ing a military barrier between Mariel and Majana,the Span- 


ish Government ordered troops under General AROLAS, to oe- 


eupy the buildings end the "batey" of his plantation; 
whieh was a sotiree of detriment and danger to this depon- 
ent,as it exposed his place to the attacks of the insur- 
gents,and prevents him from going to his home,besides it 
might eause the total destruetion of his property; 

that he believes,in view of the facts he has herein- 
before set forth, that he has been damaged materially by 
the loss of his interests and ineonvenienee suffered, at 
ea moderate estimate, the emount of fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000,+) ameriean gold,and he doth therefore make a 
elaim upon the Gevernment ef Spain for said amount, and

that on the 4th of Mareh last,he was the object of

Prado St. of this eity,tce which he was removed from BAINOA 
on the preceding 15th of March,bg orders of Captain Gen: 
WEYLER, obtained through the intercession of the U.S, Con- 
sul General ;

reproduces,as well as that of his faSher, JOSE GREGORIO 
DELGADO, also made and sworn to before the said Consul

may demand for reparation of its honor,a pecuniary indem- 
nity not less than two hundred thousand dollars,in aneri-

pensated the personal damages caused him,and the moral 
and material sufferings oecasioned by the great danger 
to his life,not yet secure,and the temporary or absolutey

rence of which he complains. 

As the petitioner is not a citizen of the United States 
and has not complied with the sanntvenonte of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, section 2174, so as to be 
deemed a citizen for the purposes of protection, this Govern- 
ment does not feel warrantei1 in presenting his claim to 
the Governnent of Spain. This is a case of personal injury 
to a British subject, and he should look to the Government 


of his allegiance for support in having his wrongs remedied.

that his name is WILLIAM SCOTT; 37 years of age,a 


native of Jamaica, single,and a seaman by oeeupation; 


that about 15th of May last,he shipped on the Amer: 


Sehr: “AGNES I.GRACE", of Bangor, Me, at Seranton,Pa,for 
a voyage to Habana; 

that he arrived in said vessel on or about the 25th 
of May; that he attended faithfully te his duties as sea- 
man on said ship;and that on the 19th of June,he left 
said ship in the evening at about 7 e’eloeck for a visit 
on shore,the second mate accompanying him; 

that he had several drinks but was not under the in- 
fluence of liquor when he started to go on board his 
vessel,which was laying moored to the Tallpiedra Wharf, 
and had diseharged its cargo of lumber the day before; 

that on his way and about two blocks from the ves- 
sel he passed the two policemen of the Orden Publiee 


en guard; he noticed that they were in uniforn, armed 


with a sword and pistol;as he passed close to one of 
them he turned to look back out of curiosity,and the 
policeman said to him “siga",meaning to ge on, and 
said something else in Spanish this deponent could 
not understand, but he replied as well as he could 
that he was on his way to his vessel, “americano", and 
then the policeman struck him with his sheathed sword 
telling him $0 go on; this deponent threw up his hand 
and backed gway,followed by the policeman who kept 
striking at him,until he backed against an ox-cart, 
against the ox which made the policeman laugh; 

that he jumped to one srcle and at the same time the 
other policeman who was asrése the street came over; 
that he turned to walk away and the policeman struck 
him over the back, whereupon he started to run away, 
towards the ship;then the polieeman blew his whistle 
and while running this deponent met an officer in 
plain clothes,armed with a sword,the private wateh- 
man,Who drew his sword,and eut him over the face, 
along the left side of his nose and upper lip,making 


a targé and painful wound, which although now healed 


has resulted in injury to the sight of his left eye, 
and two of his teeth; that he picked up from &he 
street a short piece of iron to defend himself, but 
that he did not use it at all,as he was immediately 


arrested; he asked the officers to take him to the 


ship,hut they refused and teok him to the station, 


where his wound was attended to,and then the next 


morning he was sent to the hespital,where he remained 


fifteen days; and from the hespital he was taken te 
the jail; en the 2lst ,while in hospital his statement 
was taken by some officer,through an interpreter; 
that he wrote to the U.S.Censul General informing 
him ef what had happened to him;that he was ignorant 
ef having committed any erime or oeffense,and on the 
4th of March,last,was taken to eourt for trial; the 
trial was postponed for lack of an interpreter,and this 
deponent sent baek to jail; here on the 2nd April, while 
leaving the room in whieh he was confined to go te 
the shoe shep,where he had been stationed as a deor- 
man,the man in eharge ef the room called him to come 
baek to wipe up some coffee stains; that he objeeted, 
as he wanted to be at his pest as doorman in the shoe 
shop, whereupon he was struck over the head with a 
elub which broke his sealp; that he was put again in 
the hospital and kept until the 135th instant, when he 
was again taken to court,and nothing appearing against 
him,of resistance to the authorities or other offense, 
he was released,upon the evidence of the police,that he 
had nothing in his hands when the police spoke to him, 
and enly picked up the piece of iron after being struck, 
and that he did not use it,

On this 2lst dey of April,1896,before me, the under- 
signed, Consul General of the United States at HABANA, 
personally appeared VENANCIO PINO, a native of the Island 
of Cuba;70 years of age;married;farm hand; who being duly 
sworn declared as follows: 

that while working on the farm called "DOLORES",alia 
"MORALES",at Bainoa,of which he was a eolono,or farm ten- 
ant,on the 4th March last,and after the insurgent general 
MACEO had passed with his forces at about 11 o'clock A.M,’ 
a spanish colum appeared at 1 P.M.; a squad of soldiers 
under commend of a captain VILLANUEVA,of the cavalry vol- 
unteers of Jaruco,detached itself from the main force, 
and entering the residence of Mr. JOSE MANUET, DELGADO, 
owner of the said farm "DOLORES", arrested and conducted 
the deponent together with several other persons, among 
whom was the said Mr.,DELGADO,before the general command- 
ing the spanish column,Gen:CAYETANO MELGUIZO. 

This deponent further declares that once in the 
presence of General MELGUIZO,he witnessed that the latter 


after refusing in a harsh manner to pay any attention to 


certain papers whieh Mr.DELGADO exhibited to him,slapped 


him over the head and face with his open hand,and the de-

ponent also noticed that Captain VILLANUEVA received cer- 
tain orders communicated to him by General MELGUIZO, and 
they, (the prisoners,) were then taken to the rear guard 
of the colum by Captain VILLANUEVA and twetve or four- 


teen men,among whom Was a sergeant named RICARDO del 


VALLE, The deponent saw that upon reaching a place at 
some distance from the main body of the troops,the pri- 
soners, viz: JOSE MANUEL DELGADO; JUAN de DIOS TAVIO; YRENO 
TAVIO;stwo brothers named GUERRA; JUAN RODRIGUEZ and the 
deponent and his son GREGORIO,were tied together, and he 
then heard Captain VILLANUEVA order his soldiers to use 
their machetes; and the sergeant, RICARDO del VALLE, struck 


Mr.DELGADO who was tied,with his maehete; then shots and 


machete cuts followed,the deponent receivins four bullet 

wounds,falling uneonscious, When he recovered his senses 

he maneged to erawl to the farm house where he was attend- 
ed to,and since then has boar under the eare of a daughtey— 
at a farm nearby,until his arrival in Habana last Satur- 

day, the 18th April,having been summoned by a military 

judge to make a declaration,and availing himself of the 


occasion to also make this present statement. As the 


result of his wounds,the deponent has suffered the ampu- 
tation of his right arm,

The undersigned, FEDERICO P.MONTES,a naturalized 
eitizen of the United States of America,having become a 
eitizen ef said eountry on the fifteenth day of October, 
én the year of Our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy two,in the Superior Court of the City of New 
York,came to this country in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy five,and has been since then a res- 
ident and neighbor of “las Vegas,provinece of Habana, 
engaged in the sugar cane and cattle business, and 
lately in the bee-culture also,and begs to represent 
to you, that: 

On the second day of January of this year,at 
about half past ten A.M. the insurgent forces under 
Cel:Nunez invaded “LAS VEGAS,on their way dow the 


country,and as they passed,they were setting on fire 


almost all the cane fields they found on their way; 


amongst these were all my nice and newly planted su- 


gar cane ficlds in "La LUISA", amounting to about five 
thousand tons of cane which [I had compromised at five 
and a half arrobas per cent,that is, one hundred and 
thirty seven and a half pounds of sugar per two thou- 
sand five hundred of ¢ane, 

In that emergeney I tried to get together some 
working men and I put out the fire and saved what I 
could which Was a very small portion of what I had. 
After that we were left without workers and also 
without any work to do. 

r tried 811 I could after that to get away from 
everything which would relate to or with polities, 
gave notice to the authorities every time I saw an 
insurgent at my plaee,and have dme so,not only when 
I saw them,but also covery time they took away any of 
my horses or I found out that some of them had gone 
or been taken away by unseen pereens: in fact,I am 
positive I have fulfilled all the requirements of 
the Edicts of General WEYLER to the dot. To be away 
from suspicion I kept myself at home as much as I 

eould. I went so far as to become my own bee-keeper, 

and I had enough to keep me busy at home all the time 
when there was nothing else to do. My horses in nunm- 
ber of about twelve had been taken by the insurgents. 
and some were taken by unknown parties. 


On the 20th ef this month,or thereabouts,I was 


visited at my residence in the eolonia “Le-Luisa";jn 


Las Vegas,by a echinaman and a elerk of a store in that 


tewn,asking me if I had seen or heard of two horses 


Se 
belonging to the storekeeper which they had tied out- 
side my cane-field while they went for forage for the 
store's horses, I told them I had net seen or heard 
of them,but I requested them to tell the storo-keeper 
not to send any more for cane-tops,because I wished to 
keep that sugar cane,the only pateh that was left me 
on the 2nd of January by the insurgents,when they 
burned the others in their way down the Island. They 
went to the town and I did not give a seeond thought 
to the matter. The next day it was about three o'elock 
when all of a sudden I found my house surrounded by 
about thirty armed men,two elerks of the store,the 
manager of the same with big revoivers in their hands 
and led by a lieutenant of the @ivil Guard. The Lt. 
and the manager of the store eame to me and bringing 
before me the same chinaman I had seen the day before, 
asked m@ about the horses the chinaman had lost about 
my eane-fisgldses I told them what I had told the china- 
man,that I had not seen his horses,ner had any of my 
men teld me anything about them, The officer told me 
to call my everseer up and they asked him about the 
horses,he answered in the negative,then the lieutenant 
asked the store manager whether they should preceed 
to search the Estate,to this the manager replied that 
he did wart deem it necessary. By this time the other 
clerks and the soldiers had searched all the barracks, 


stalls and all about the yard as if I could be sus- 


peeted of having the horses somewhere, Finally they 


went away telling me to be very careful to see if I 


could diseover something about the horses, 

On the 24th at three o'cloek,I was again, while 
busy trying to eateh a nice swarm ef Italian bees, 
surrounded by about thirty six men armed to the teeth 
and commanded by a lieutenant of the army whose name 
is Balbino Agudo Pintado,who eame to me and aie ask- 


ing me if I was MONTES, told me to follow him; I re- 


monstaeated, saying that I understood that being a cit- 


izen of the United States,I could not he conducted 

in that way ; he told me that all I eould say weuld 
be in vain because he had orders to use ferce,then I 
started with him and left all my family breathless, 
thinking on what might befall me. He marched me to 
Las Vegas town,and after ordering a file of soldiers 
on my right and left as if I was a bandit, while march- 
ing on,he asked me if I knew a man by the name of 
ELEUTERIO FERNANDEZ; I said "no,sir", he seemed to 
wonder that I should not know the man and repeated 
the question; I again said, “*no,sir",then he turned 

to a soldier who marched at his left and asked him 

if he was sure that it was ELEUTERIO FERNANDEZ he 

had seem talking to me,and as the other said "yes", 

I told that soldier emphatically that what he was 
saying was a ealumnious lie,that he could not have 
seen me talking to any one,beeause I had not been out- 
side of the yard that day ; he said he could prove 
it,and we kept on towards the tom ; when we got there 
again that soldier persisted in his idea,I told him 


that he was a rascal and emphatically called upon 


the lieutenant to have him tied up for he was either 
crazy or drunk ; then he turned to my father-in-law, 
an aged gentleman of 76,and said "this man here is 

the brigadier of the weneetane course I understood 
then that all that was a plot to entangle me in.-- 
Then they sent for the Mayor of the tow who,as the 
lieutenant said,had heavy charges against me. He was 
asked to give his opinion on my conduct; he answered 
that as far as honesty Was concerned he did not wish 
any better,but looking on me as a Spaniard,he believed 
I was not much of a Spaniard,that I had quite a good 
number of horses and had not given any to the Spanish 
"requisa®, (requisition) whereas the insurgents had 
taken a good many of them,and that he had been told 
that I used to advise other men to go to the revwolu- 
tim and some things of this kind. I told him he could 
not expeet me to be much of a Spaniard because he 
knew I was an Ameriean ecitizen,but he might expect me 
to be neutral,neither on one saide nor the other; 

that if the insurgents got away with my horses it was 
beeause they came with arms in their hands and I could 
nog help it,that if I had not given any to the Span- 
ish "requisa* it was because I needed these left me 
by the insurgents for my om use; that I never ad- 
vised any one to go to the war,and that we should 

and eould not believe all we hear. 


After a good deal of talk about many other things 


in which plaeyed:the desire ef giving England and the

United States a good licking, there came that ELEUTERIO 
FERNANDEZ, and the lieutenant AGUDO said,pointing his fin- 
ger to him, "do you know this man ?*. I said “yes, sir, 
but I know him by the name of ELEUTRIO SUAREZ", “then 
the young man said,*I am Fernandez, but many persons 
call me Suarezmbecause my step-father is Suarez’; 
then I addedf&and is this the Eleuterio Fernandez that 
man said he had seen me talking to*.?t*yes,sir®, was 
the reply of Lieutenant Agudo; then,said I again*he 
is telling an infernal lie *,and turning to my three 


accusers,I said tbh them: *"Gontlemen,if you know the 


solemnity of an oath,I swear before the Lord and the 


Werld, that I have not seen this man in more than a 
month”. After that they asked Eleuterio Fernandez if 
he had not talked to me that day,and he said "no, sir*® 
he then said that he went in the morning to the house 
ef one Cosme Nunez,did not find him there,and returned 
to his nes where he had spent the rest of the day. 
Lieut:Agudo,went about saying that sinee I had 
lived. in the country and the insurgents did me ne 
harm,it was an evident sign that there were seme un- 
derstanding with them ; I teld him that being short 
ef means in the first paice and so close to the town, 
(my house is abeut a kilometer from the depot which 
is at the opposite side of the tewm,) in the second, 
I thought that sueh ea suspition could never be enter- 
tained ; that at home I had all the conmodities and 
nevetsarios for life,water in every room, two nice 


water closets after the american fashion,plenty of 


kindling wood, hogs,cattle,all kinds of vegetables, 
and if I meved to the tone, I would have to pay from 
water to salt,and I had no funds to live on. 

Despite all my protests and explanations the 
said liewtenant asked me how many days did I need 
to meve from hones I said perhaps fifteenor twenty 
days ; “well",said he,"I will give you that time to 
pack up and go, 

When I got home,the first thing I did was te 


unscrew all the parler furniture that very night. 


Next morning when we began to move around,I was told 


by one of the helping hands,that the very soldier 
who so barefaced me and falsely accused me was in the 
jungies near the house watching my movements. The 
moment I saw that,I told my wife that we were in a 
great danger,that that man might hide a flag or arms 
er any thing whieh if found in my house could give 
me a great deal of trouble; that we had to hurry and 
pack up in the least possible time and quit that place.

of being nearly penniless. I have lost all my ¢rop 
of good sugar cane,have lost all my horses,many pigs, 
a patch of tapioca from which I coud extract a ggod 
deal of starch,cows and yearlings,have abandoned all 
my cattle,about five hundred and fifty barrels of 
charc@al,carts,repes,my nice apiary whieh was thriv- 
ing nicely,and of every thing I deplore, I @eel the 
deepest for my poor little bees which with my care, 
assiduity and attention might progress very fast and 
yield very nice profits,and in a word, had to leave 
behind,my heme,my humble but comfortable home, without 
the least provocation from my part,always doing my 
best to comply with all the requirements of the Span- 
ish Gevernment,to the extreme of having given a horse 
to one of the seldiers of General ALDECOA, just be- 
cause he told me he was ordered to get a horse any- 
where, 

And in the name ef equity and justice,ags I have 


suffered go nmmeh,I domand and claim from the Spanish 


Government all the losses and damages inflicted upon 


me by its officers,glaiming not only my erep of su- 
gar eane,but also the plant,the root of such a eane, 
which With the fire dry weather and the herds of 
geattle and horses which go about,--because all hedges 
and fences were burned,-- will never sprout again, and 


if it does,the eattle and horses will do away with it. 


I also demand and claim from the Spanish Gov- 
ernment an indemnity for depriving me of my liberty 
for three hours and a half,putting me to the shame 
ef being marched between two files of soldiers into 
the Civil Guard quarters,also I claim an indemnity 
for the troubles,privations and hardships myself and 
family are undergoing,have suffered and may hereafter 
suffer by reason of same, 

Whereupon I estimate all losses and damages 
suffered by me as above mentioned in the amount ef
